ARKWRIGHT TAKES ISSUE 
WITH PRESIDENT. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 


Washington, January 29.—(Special.) 
Preston Arkwright, president of the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, 
who is here attending the meeting of 
the American Electric Railway associ- 
ation, criticised President Wilson's ad- 
dress before the convention this after- 
noon for some of his conclusions about 
“big business.” 

The president, in talking of the atti- 
tude of government toward business 
and what the present national admin- 
istration had, sought to do in clearing 
up misconceptions as to what business 
men might and might not safely do, 
told what should be the attitude of 
managers of big corporations toward 
their stockholders and the public. 

“If your earning capacity is the ca- 
pacity to earn public confidence, you 
can go about your business like free 
men,” asserted the president. 

“Nobody is going to molest you and 
everybody zoing to say: ‘If you 
earn big profits; if you have treated 
the people for whom you are making 
your profits as they ought to be treat- 
ed; if you treat the employees whom 
you use in earning those profits as they 
ought to be treated; if your methods of 
competition are clear and above re- 
proach; why then you can pile those 

rofits as high as the Rockies and no- 

ody will be jealous of it.’

Arkwright’s Views. 


Mr. Arkwright in discussing the

“The address of the president was 
wonderful and beautifully worded and 
expressed a high ideal,” he said, “but 
one that had not yet been reached. If 
a public service corporation furnishes 
adaequate service, better than 
nished by similar corporations in other 
places; if it treats its employees right 
and keeps abreast of all the newest and 
latest discoveries in their line of busi- 
ness, you would Imagine that after do- 
ing all that the public would not be- 
grudge them reasonable profits. But

“Another management might not 
have produced any profits, but that 
would have been considered all right.

Washington, January 29.—The fed- 
eral reserve board today took under 
advisement a request from officials of 
the Atlanta regional bank that a 
branch be established at New Or- 
leans. It was said such a step would 
involve many considerations and that 
no immediate action was probable. 

The board has worked out no 
tailed plans under which a branch fed- 
eral bank might be established. 

New regulations governing redis- 
count of commercial paper by federal 
reserve banks were issued today. They 
are designed to meet objections to 
those first issued on account of their 
Stringent requirements for informa- 
tion regarding the financial condi- 
tion of borrowers from member banks 
when they present the borrower's pa- 
per to reserve banks for rediscount. 

The New Regulations. 

The new regulation will not require 
statements of financial condition when 
member banks present depositor’s pa- 
per for rediscount in the following 
cases: Where bills bear the signatures 
of purchaser and seller of and 
present prima facie evidence that they 
were issued for goods actually pur- 
chased or sold; where the aggregate 
amount of obligations of depositor ac- 
tually rediscounted and offered for re- 
discount do not exceed $5,000, or 
where bills are specifically secured by 
approved warehouse receipts covering 
readily marketable staples. Member 
banks shall certify to these conditions 
in manner to be designated by the 
federal reserve banks.

The department of commerce at Wash- 
ington in its recent report of the foreign 
trade of the United States gives figures 
which surpass the highest éstimate made on 
January 1 of the money value of the excess 
of exports over in De- 
cem ber. In this it was re- 
ported at that time that the experts 
estimated that the excess of exports in 
money value for December would be about 
$115,000,000. One of the experts went so far 
as to say that the complete figures would 
excess of $125,000,000. 

Secreaary Redfield. however, 
the excess of exports 
cember was, using round numbers, 
$63,000. Another item in the report 
by the department of commerce states that 
calendar year 1914 the imports were, 
again using round numbers, of the money 
value of $1,789.000,000, which was withig 
$13,000,000 than the imports in the 
calendar year 1913. On the other hand, the 
exports were of the value of $2,114,- 
000,000, which was about $370,000,000 money 
Value less than the exports of last year. We 
have, however, secured an apparent or trade 
balance upon our foreign trade in the calen- 
dar year of about $50600,000,000, and _ this 
averages well with trade balances of 
recent years. 

With Careful Study. 

There several features of this 
which are worth careful study, especially as 
they disclose some the changed relations 
which were occasioned by the European war.

remarkable change that was made after the 
first of September. as. for instanee, in Au- 
gust the balance of trade was against us for 
the month by nearly $26,000,000. That was 
in part due to the outbreak of war, but it 
also represented somewhat stagnant indus- 
trial conditions in the United States. A con- 
dition of that kind could not have been 


maintained during the autumn without caug- 


ing serious embarrassment to the Wnited 
States. A condition of that kind could not 
have bee: maintained during the autumn 
without causing erious embarrassment to 
the Qnited States. The change for the better 
was first noticed in September. There had 
been a gain of $35,000,000—that is to say, 
our exports in September were greater than 
our imports by $16,000,000—and, as tn <Au- 


2ust. there Was an excess of imports of $19,- 
vuu000, the difference was $235,000.00U. 

it was sometimes said in September that 
this change was likely to be only temporary, 
and represented urgent demands from for- 
eign countries. That was an inaccurate con- 
ception, for itn October the excess of exports 
was $06,000,000. round numbers, and in No- 
vember $79,000,000, and in December $1321.- 
vo0v,000. These progressive increases are of 
themselves sufficient to prove not only tlre 
magnitude of the demands other nations 
have made upon us, but also that these de- 
mands steadily increase. 

That this is true is demonstrated by the 
record made tin the week ending Saturdar, 
January 16. From the port of New York 
alone exports of the money value of $50,000.- 
vOUW were made in that week, and this was 
$23,000,000 greater than the exports of the 
similar week of last year In no week of 
1914 was there a record as large as this of 
exports from New York the second week of 
January. Apparently the January record is 
sure to exceed the one which was de in 
December, and the estimate is now Inade that 
the money value of exports from the United 
States in January is likely to be somewhat 
in excess of $140,000,000. 

Avother Feature.

There is one feature not vet reported in 
detail. of these exports which is without any 
precedent even tin the United States or in 
the foreign trade of any other nation. Grext 
Britain's normal foreign trade, including im 
ports as well as exports, has been approx. 
imately $5,000,000,000. Much the greater put 
of the exports from Great Britain have beor 
for years manufactured commodities. Ag 
cultural products are not exported = fro» 
Great Britain to any extent. German 
great export trade, which so suddenly ce, 
lapsed when the war began, was in gre:t 
measure of manufactured commodities. 
largely steel products. The United Stat 
and Germany were running almost neck anc 
neck in the money value of exports. On tir 
other hand, Russla’s exports have consistes 
chiefly of wheat and other agricultural 
products.

Plant Is Best Human Ingenuity 
Can Devise, Contends 
Dr. Herring. 


“Is it not vour opinion as an expert 
that holes for the admission of. air 
made in the side of a furnace are a 
material disregard of the specifications 
when the contract says that this Hee- 
nah incinerator should have such aper- 
tures in its bottom?” asked City At- 
torney J. L. Mayson in cross-examining 
Dr. Rudolph Herring, testifying Friday 
the suit of the Destrurtor company 
inst Atlanta. “Decidedly not,” said 
doctor, “and under the terms of 
contract it @ an immaterial trivi- 
ality.” Thus did the consulting engi- 
neer of Atlanta brush away, Friday, 
the contention of Mayor Woodward 
that thi petitioning company had 
failed to build the plant contracted for. 

For two hours the attorney labored 
with the technicalities of garbage dis- 
posal. At one point as the examina- 
tion was carefully groping through the 
intricacies of steam appliances, Master 
frank Callaway inquired if he was to 
understand that the questions put were 
to bring out the fact that the steam 
venerated by the furnace was derived 
from the damp rubbish thrown into the 
furnace for incineration. 

Dr. Herring maintained the 
crematory plant as now standing is the 
best that human ingenuity could de- 
Vise and excellently constructed to 
meet, under normal conditions, the de- 
struction of the city’s garbage. In ad- 
mitting that the sered potato careful- 
lv culled from the dump heap by 
Mayor Woodward might have passed 
through the furnace, he emphatically 
referred to “the fallibility of the hu- 
man element” in operating the ma- 
chinery. When asked by Master Calla- 
way what steps would be taken in the 
event the plant met all requirements in 
an official test and afterward fell down 
in use, Attorney Mayson stated that 
the city would collect the bond made 
by the destructor company for the 
erection of a plant expected to give 
complete and useful service.

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ALBERT BUTLER, JR., 


RESTS IN RIPLEY, 
OLD HOME PLACE 


The body of Albert L. Butler, Jr., as- 
sistant manager of the circulation de- 
partment, and one of the most popular 
young men in the service of The Consti- 
tution, who died Thursday, has been 
taken to Ripley, Tenn., the old home 
place, for funeral and interment. 

Mr. Butler’s newspaper career began 
during 1906 in the circulation depart- 
ment of The Memphis News-Scimitar. 
After two years’ service he resigned 
and went to Denver, Colo., where he 
engaged in other business, but the at- 
tractions of newspaper life induced him 
to re-enter that field in 1910, when he 
became connected with The Birming- 
ham News 

From there Mr. Butler came to At- 
lanta to accept service with The Con- 
stitution as assistant circulation man- 
ager in 1911. During the early part 
of 1913 he accepted a similar position 
with The New Orleans Times-Democrat, 
but the ties he had established in At- 
lanta were so strong that he concluded 
to return, resuming his old desk in The 
Constitution's circulation department in 
the early part of 1914. 

His cheery voice, and amiable nature 
were permanently missed from The 
Constitution building about three weeks 
azo, when some mysterious ailment 
laid him low. The best physicians in 
town weré summoned to his bedside, 
but as- he! became steadily worse, and 
pneumonia set in, he was removed to 
a private sanitarium. After lingering 
a week in'an unconscious condition he 
se away somewhat unexpectedly, 
yut peacefully, in the prime of life, 
being only 28 years of age. 

Mr. Butler is survived by his father, 
Albert Li. Butler, Sr., of Ripley, Tenn., 
and by two brothers, one of whom re- 
sides in Little Rock, Ark. 

His déath has brought grief to all the 
officers and employees of The Consti- 
tution, as well as to many other friends.

COLLECTOR KELLY 
EXPLAINS REMARKS 
ON BANK TAXATION 


R. A. Kelly, deputy collector, who 
several days since addressed the Bank- 
ers and Brokers’ Club of Atlanta, has 
issued a statement to the effect that 
subsequent reports published in respect 
to the liability of banks for taxation 
under the income tax law, are liable to 
be misleading. 

“The report, evidently through some 
misapprehension, seems to ascribe to 
me language thatI did not use, and is 
Capable of interpretation that I did 
not intend,” he says, 

“It was not my intention to be un- 
derstood as saying that banks can make 
any deductions from their gross in- 
come on account of any taxes paid or 
payable on their shares under the laws 
of the state or any county or city in the 
State. It is my understand! ng that the 
law of Georgia does not tax banks on 
their capital Stock, but taxes the share- 
holders on the value of their shares, 
the banks being required to pay the tax 
for the shareholders. : 

“Of course, wherever a bank pays 
taxes on its own property and for itself, 
this is a proper deduc tion, and in so far 
as the report indicates that the tax on 
surplus was a proper deduction, I was 
misunderstood. The su rplus of banks 
is not taxed uhder the laws of Geor- 
Sia except as it is reflected in the 
value of the shares. In this particular 
it stands on the same basis exactly as 
their capital stock.’ 


Washington, January 29.—By a vote} 
of 8 to 3, the house immigration com- 
mittee today voted to report the im-| 
migration bill, vetoed by President 
Wilson yesterday, back to the house 
with the recommendation that it be 
repassed over his veto.
